Mayor Paul C. Barth yesterday Is¬ 
sued a proclamation calling for the 
closing of saloons and the suspension 
of all business on Sunday except work 
of necessity or charity. In his procla¬ 
mation he declares that if the courts 
decide the statutes valid under which 
the Sunduy closing is to be secured he 
will use "all the power vested In him 
as Mayor to prevent any further viola¬ 
tions thereof." 

Back of this proclamation is the su¬ 
preme power of »he State as exercised 
by the Governor. As * matter of fact. 

of a 

communlcatbm from ciov. Beckham to 
Mayor Barth calling attention to Sec¬ 
tion 1.303 of the statutes making It un¬ 
lawful to keep a saloon open on Sun¬ 
day and Section 1.321 making It un¬ 
lawful to do any but work of necessity 
or charity on Sunday. Gov. Beckham 
took the initiative tn this matter un¬ 
der a section of the State Constitution 
which niukes It his duty to see that 
the laws are faithfully executed. All 
of this, set forth in detail, was pub¬ 
lished exclusively in the Louisville 
Times yesterday afternoon, and came 
as a bombshell to the interests In 
volved. and ns a welcome hurblnger to 
those interests who have sought to 
bring It about. 

The conditions which appeared to the 
Governor to make the step ho took 
necessary, were detnlled to him by a 
Joint committee from the Ministerial 
Association and the Cltixens* League, 
which went to Frnnkfort a couple of 
weeks ago.

First Time Attention Called To Con¬ 
ditions. 


"My attention was never officially 
called to this matter, nor my aid In¬ 
voked until within the last month, and 
the complainants are of such high 
character and standing, their cause is 
so Just and righteous, that they de¬ 
serve our prompt and forward re¬ 
sponse." is the way Mr. Beckham closes 
his communication to Mayor Barth. 

This letter was written on May 12. 
and three days later Mayor Barth re¬ 
plied to Gov. Beckham, assuring him 
of his desire to see the law enforced, 
but calling attention to the unsuccess¬ 
ful effort to close the theaters last 
March. He said, on several occasions, 
the Judge of the Criminal Division 
prior to the Incumbent's tenure, had 
declared the two statutes In question 
unconstitutional. He made an en¬ 
gagement with Gov. Beckhnm for City 
Attorney Richards to call upon him 
for conference In Frankfort.

—My Dear Sir; Some time ago a largo 
number of good cltixens of I^ui^vllle rep- 
resented to m* that Section Law and Sec¬ 
tion 1.32! of the Kentucky Statutes were 
constantly violated in the city by saloons 
and theaters being allowed to koep open 
on Sundays Under Section 81 of the Con¬ 
stitution It Is made the duty of the Gover¬ 
nor to "se« that the laws are faithfully 
executed." and consequently after this 
complaint was made to n>c 1 communi¬ 
cated with the Mayor of Louisville and 
requested that he should take all step® 
necessary to prevont future viola Hops of 
these statutes. The Mayor has expressed 
to me an eurnest desire to see that the 
laws aro enforced, but be feel* that it Is 
necessary for him to have the hearty co¬ 
operation of the Commonwealth's Attor¬ 
ney in such steps os wo may take. I. 
therefore, wish to Join with him in the re¬ 
quest that as Commonwealth's Attorney 
>ou will give US all aid possible tn fulfill- 
Ing the obligations placed ujxm us by the 
Constitution and laws, and knowing your 
conscientious desire to perform your offi¬ 
cial duties I am sure your services will be 
of great value.

Ky.—My Dear Sir: Upon represen¬ 
tation* made to me by a large number of 
kOitd citizen* «*f Louisville that S lion 
1.30(1 and Section 1.321 of the Kentucky 
Statutes were helng constantly violated 
by allowing saloons and theaters to re¬ 
main open in the city on Sundays I com- 
munlvntod with the Mayor and requested 
that he take all step# necessary to pre¬ 
vent further violations of those statutes. 
The Mayor has expressed to me his earn¬ 
est desire to see the lows enforced and 
also wishes that you give him your co¬ 
operation as County Attorney In the mat¬ 
ter. Of course I know it In your desire to 
perform vour official duties In every re¬ 
spect and 1 iim sure that this communi¬ 
cation Is thoroughly tnirfer*ti»od by you 
as not carrying the slightest reflection 
The obligation placet] upon me by Section 
81 of the Constitution make* it my duty 
to see. as far as possible, •‘that the laws 
are faithfully executed." I. therefore. 
Join with the Mayor In requesting that 
you give him your assistance In such 
steps as he may take to enforce thc*« 
laws. I call your attention to subdivision 
3. Chapter 108. of the Kentucky Statutes, 
wherein by Section 4.204 It la declared un¬ 
lawful for any liquor dealer holding a 
State license to sell liquor on Sunday 
ii nd wherein by Sections l/.Tsi and 4.210 U 
is made vour duty to institute proceeding* 
to cancel the license of any such offender.

TO GIVE INSTRUCTIONS. 

Mayor, Commonwealth** Attorney 
and County Attorney To Enforce 
the Law. 

**I am not in a position a* yet to 
state Just how we shall proceed to 
close saloons and theaters on Sunday." 
said Mayor Barth yesterday afternoon, 
"but you may rest assured that they 
will be closed. I shall confer with the 
Board of Public Safety to-morrow 7 , at 
which time a method of procedure will 
be outlined. Until then. I am not at 
liberty to state Just what will be done.' 

"This matter became public sooner 
than I had expected. Alt I can do to¬ 
day is to make public the correspond¬ 
ence between myself and Governor 
Beckham relative to Sunday closing in 
Louisville. All else that I might nave 
to say is contained in my proclamation 
issued this afternoon." 


"The only way In which 1 figure In 
this movement Is ax a legal adviser," 
said Judge A. E. Richards, tho City At¬ 
torney. "There Is no doubt in my mind 
as to tho validity of the two statutes 
referred to by Governor Beckham in 
his letter to Mayor Barth. Both statutes 
have been taken before the court of 
last resort, and both have been declared 
valid. I have advised with Mayor 
Barth relative to the validity of the 
statutes, and have assured him that 1 
can defeat in court any effort that may 
be made to declare the statutes in¬ 
valid." 

• • • 

Mr. Bingham After Clubs, Etc. 

«’ounty Attorney R. W. Bingham 
said: 

"I propose to enforce the law pro¬ 
viding for Sunday closing to the letter 
so far as my authority extends as 
County Attorney. It Is my Intention 
to enforce the law equally agiinst *11 
violators. This includes saloons, bar¬ 
ber shops, clubs, cigar stores and all 
other businesses." 

"How about Sunday newspapers 2" 
was asked. 

"Well," he replied, with a smile, "the 
law excepts charities and necessities, 
and I can’t tell under w-hich of these 
two heads newspapers fall.** 

Mr. Bingham w as asked to define tho 
extent of his authority which as County 
Attorney he may exercise in the en¬ 
forcement of the law. 

"Of course," said he. "the law will 
be enforced against all violators, both 
Inside the city and in the county out¬ 
side -the city limits. As regards sa¬ 
loons. the statute makes it my especial 
duty to prosecute any who should at¬ 
tempt to operate without a State li¬ 
cense. Besides the State license, there 
Is also & license required by the Fed¬ 
eral Government and the city. 

• • • 

Will Go After Saloonkeeper*’ License* 

"The law* requires that any violation 
of the Sunday closing law shall result 
in the forfeiture of the offender’s li¬ 
cense. Wherever I find an offender, be 
he either operating inside the city or 
In the county. 1 propose to proceed 
against him. and if I secure forfeiture 
of his State license, 1 will then take 
steps against him for running a saloon 
without a license. Of course, the city 
authorities are alone responsible for the 
city licenses of the saloons. 

"Upon a close examination of the 
statute, I find that hunting on Sun¬ 
day Is expressly prohibited, though, 
strange to soy. I can find nothing 
against fishing. Men are prohibited 
from going to their places of business 
or of selling or buying anything what¬ 
ever. I believe that Sunduy basetwli 
is under the bon and the ordinary run 
of park amusements, including vaude¬ 
ville attractions. 

• • • 

Nothing Doing At Park Resorts. 

"This would also comprehend such en¬ 
tertainments as the scenic railway at 
Fontaine Ferry, the circle swing, etc. 
However, whether the taw can prevent 
the mere collection of gate admissions 
1 am not certain as yet. I do believe 
It prevents the sale of soft drinks. 

"Of course the step will precipitate 
a great big legal fight, but I want to 
make myself clear on this point. 

• • • 

No Merely Test Case. 


"There will be no test case which 
will allow all the violators of the 
Sunday-closing Jaw to continue their 
operations as heretofore during a long- 
drawn-out period of waiting for the 
courts to take action on It. If some 
of them go to court. 1 will continue to 
prosecute oil who fall to obey the law. 
pending adjudication of the questions 
involved." 

**Do you think the violators of the 
law could proceed against you by In¬ 
junction to prevent their prosecu¬ 
tion in the low’er courts and by the 
police authorities pending a test of 
the law?" 

"No. I don’t think they will be able 
to do it. So long as this law Is on 
the statute books It ought to be en¬ 
forced, whether It be good or bad. If 
bad, it’s the quickest way to get It off 
the statute books."

Mr. Huffaker For Innocent Sunday 
Amusements. 


Mayor Undecided. 


Mayor Barth was asked whether 
saloon men and others who refused to 
obey the order to close their places of 
business on Sunday would be allowed 
to keep open for business while their 
case* were pending In court. 

T can’t answer that, for I don’t 
know." said Mayor Barth. "I am not 
conversant with the law. I can’t an¬ 
swer those questions until I have con¬ 
sulted with the Board of Public Safety tn 
and the City Attorney. I shall address 
a letter to the Board of Public Safety 
to-day." 


In regard to Sunday closing, Joseph 
M. Huffaker. Commonw’calth’s Attor¬ 
ney, said: 

If the Mayor orders the saloons 
closed In Louisville I will do all in my 
power to enforce the law, not only in¬ 
side the city, but against all barrooms 
and saloons in the county outside the 
city. 1 will take especial pains to coll 
the grand lury’s attention to any of¬ 
fense* against this law which may 
arise after the order gta** Into effect 
und will do all I can to urge that body 
to return Indictments where 1 feel that 
the evidence Justifies It. I will enforce 
the law' to It* fullest extent where I 
have the power to do so and can *oon 
question the extent of my power In the 
courts. As for baseball and the Inno¬ 
cent amusements at the park* I have 
always felt that they were good things 
for humanity, affording a* they do I 
some relaxation to tollers on the day of 
| rest. Of course. If lt*s put up to me I 
to construe this statute literally against 
them also I wll! do It. However, Ii! 
not go out of my way to attack th • in- I 
fiocent amusement*. If the Sunday 
closing low operates against the thea- 
ters In the city. I suppose it will huve 


MAYOR BARTH CALLS FOR 

OBSERVANCE OF SUNDAY LAWS 

To the Citizens of Louisville: 

On (he 13th day of May, 1906, I received the following letter 
from the Governor of Kentucky: 

Commonwealth of Kentucky. Executive Department, Frankfort, Muy 12. 
1906. Hon. Paul Barth, Mayor. Louisville, Ky.—My Dear Sir: In addressing 
you this communication. I must explain that my reason for doing so Is to be 
found in Section 81 of the Constitution of Kentucky, which reads as follow's: 
’"He (the Governor) shall take care that the laws are fulthfully executed." 
It is therefore, unquestionably the duty of the Governor whenever his atten¬ 
tion Is seriously called to the violation of any law in the Commonwealth, 
and especially when there is a persistence tn such violation, to take all steps 
which the Constitution und laws may authorize him to do. in seeing "that 
the laws be faithfully executed." His powers in such a case inay not In? spe¬ 
cifically described by law, but In the end seem adequate to accomplish the pur¬ 
pose. However, with the active and cordial co-operation of the local or mu¬ 
nicipal authorities, there can be no delay or difficulty In the successful en¬ 
forcement of any law. I wish now to call your attention to Section 1.303 of 
tho Kentucky Statutes, which reads as follows: 

"SUNDAY—kIsEPING PLACE FOR SALE OPPLN ON. Any person who 
shall, on Sunday, keep open a barroom or other place for the sale of spirit¬ 
uous. vinous, or malt liquore. or who Bhall sell or otherwise dispose of such 
liquors, or any of them, on Sunday, shall be fined not less than ten nor more 
than fifty dollars for each offense." 

And also to Section 1,321 of the Statutes which reads as follows: 

"SUNDAY—WORK OTHER THAN WORK OF CHARITY PROHIBIT¬ 
ED. No work or business shall be done on the Sabbath day, except the or¬ 
dinary household offices, or other work of necessity or charity, or work re¬ 
quired In the maintenance or operation of a ferry, skiff or steamboat, or 
steam or street railroads. If any person on the Sabbath day shall himself 
be found at his own, or any other trade or calling, or shall employ his appren¬ 
tices, or other person, in labor or other business, whether the same be for 
profit or amusement, unless such as Is permitted above, he shall be fined not 
less than two nor more than fifty dollars for each offense. Every person or 
apprentice so employed shall be deemed a separate offense. Persons who are 
members of a religious society, who observe as a Sabbath any other day in 
the week than Sunday. Bhall not be liable to the penalty prescribed In 
section, If they observe as a Sabbath one day In each seven, as herein pro¬ 
vided." 

It has recently been represented to me by a considerable number of 
prominent cltixens of Louisville that these statutes are constantly violated in 
that city by saloons und theaters being allowed to remain open for business 
on Sundays. The Information given me is such that it cannot be disregarded, 
and 1 trust that the cause of the complaint may soon be removed by effect¬ 
ive action upon your part. May 1 not hope, therefore, that if such things be 
true, you will as Mayor of the city, take Immediate steps to see that these 
statutes are not again violated? In such event allow me to assure you of my 
hearty and prompt support in every possible way. I am sure you will not con¬ 
sider this advice as an unwarranted intrusion upon your authority when you 
remember the obligation placed upon the Governor In Section 81 of the Con¬ 
stitution ubove referred to. My sincere and high regard for you both as a 
man and as an official would forbid me from reflecting in the least upon your 
fidelity to duty and honesty of purpose In discharging tfie responsible duties 
of Mayor of our metropolis. I am sure that no official could be more con¬ 
scientious in such matters than yourself. Permit me. then, to urge you 
that the law* against tho open saloon and open theater in the city of Louis¬ 
ville on Sundays be rigidly enforced through your power as Mayor. In such 
action l guarantee there will be back of you. applauding your work, and as¬ 
sisting you, not only a large majority of the best people of your city, but an 
overwhelming voice of approval from the people of the entire Commonwealth. 
Crime and misery have no more fertile fields in w'hlch to spread and increase 
than In the desecration of the Sabbath by the violation of these laws, and 
no more honorable or worthy achievement could be made by your excellent 
administration than by their firm and rigid enforcement. My attention was 
never officially called to this matter nor my aid invoked until within the 
last month, and the complainants are of such high character and standing, 
their cause Is so Just and righteous, that they deserve our prompt and favor¬ 
able response. Jn any way possible that I might be of service to you in the 
matter command me 

With assurances of great respect. I am, very sincerely yours.

To this letter I replied as follows: 

Executive Office. City of Louisville, May 15. 19<i«— Hon J. C. W. Beckham, 
Governor of Kentucky. Frankfort, Ky.. Dear Sir: 

Your letter of May 12. In regard to the enforcement of . the law requiring 
the closing of saloons and theaters on Sundays is received. 

I have given this subject much thought durtng the few months I have 
been Mayor of Louisville. I am advised that the Criminal Division of the 
Jefferson Circuit Court on several occasions prior to the Incumbency of the 
present Judge, held the Statute which you quote Against the Sunday saloons 
(being Section 1.3U3) to be unconstitutional. In March lost the present Board of 
Public Safety ordered the arrest of those engaged In operating Sunday 
theaters. Warrants were Issued against them under the other Statute you 
quote Section (1,321) and the Police Court discharged all of the prisoners. 

1 stand ready in this, as in all oth^r matter*, to do what I can to enforce 
the law and I thank you very much for your assurances of "hearty and 
prompt support in every possible way." With the co-operation of the State, 
county and city officials, there should be some way devised to secure an ob¬ 
servance of these Statutes. I wll! be pleased to have your views as to the 
proper course to be pursued, and in what way the State authorities will 
assist. Judge Richards, the city Attorney, will be In Frankfort on Thursday, 
May 17, at which time 1 would be glad if you would permit him to confer 
with you on this whole subject. 

With the highest appreciation of your expressions of regard and confi¬ 
dence. which are most cordially recipruca/ted, I am, sincerely your*.

If hereafter there are any violations of either of these statutes the 
Board of Public Safety, through the Police Department, will see 
that the offenders arc presented either in the Police Court or in 
the Circuit Court for prosecution. The witnesses will also be pre-1 
sented to the License Board and to the County Court for the purpose 
of procuring a cancelation of the city and State licenses of such liquor 
dealers as may have violated the law with respect to the sale of liquor 
on Sunday. If the courts decide these statutes are valid and should 
be enforced I will use ALL THE POWER vested in me as Mayor 
TO PREVENT ANY FUTURE VIOLATIONS THEREOF.

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Burlington Must Stand Trial 
In Rebate Case. 


Decision Upsets Contention 
of Railway Companies 


That Export Rates Need Not 
Be Made Public. 


OFFICIALS PLACED ON TRIAL 


Kansas City. May 22 —The demurrer 
of the Burlington Hallway Company 
denying the jurisdiction of the Govern¬ 
ment In export freight rates was over¬ 
ruled In the United States Court here 
to-day by Judge Smith McPherson, of 
R**d Oak. Iowa. The decision Is of 
great Importance to many railways 
and shipping Interests and of particular 
weight In the present Instance because 
It destroys the contention of the rail¬ 
ways that export rates need not be 
made public. It means, too. that the 
Burlington Railway and other rail¬ 
roads and other corporations and per¬ 
sons Indicted here last December must 
go to trial for granting rebates.

The Court’s Opinion. 


Experts to Canada or Mexico, as 
••adjacent foreign countries." are not 
Involved In the questions at issue. "It 
Jh urged." Judge McPherson says, 
••that It is not within the pow’er of 
Congress to burden or control com¬ 
merce destined to points beyond the 
seas, even though that commerce orig¬ 
inates at an Inland point, the argument 
being that seaport cities can have no 
lawful right which can be denied to 
cities of the interior." 

It is the court's opinion that Congress 
has the power to so control and legis 
late. Attention w*as drawn to the re¬ 
port of the Interstate Commerce Cora 
mission Dec. 14. 1905, in which it was 
said "that It was a mooted question 
whether the present aot required car¬ 
riers to file arid maintain tariffs under 
which they transport exports and Im¬ 
ports. but the Commission had a num¬ 
ber of times decided that the statutes 
covered this point. 

"The same section." the decision says, 
•‘defines the kind of commerce covered 
by the act and Includes that ‘from the 
United States to a foreign country.* 
The fact that half a billion of dollars' 
worth of exports are shipped from the 
United States." the decision continues. 
•*ls a powerful argument In favor of 
the proposition that they should not be 
hampered with rate tariffs difficult or 
Impossible to observe, because ocean 
rates vary from day to day; but Is this 
an argument that can persuade the 
courts upon the question of what con¬ 
struction shall be given a statute If 

•uch statute Is a valid one?"

Statutory Provisions. 


The statute. Judge McPherson says, 
forbids lowering the rates except on 
three days* notice, and raising them 
except on ten days* notice. "It Is clear," 
he continues, "that carriers by rail¬ 
ways and water Inland, when acting 
under a common agreement, are cov¬ 
ered by the statutesi as well as com¬ 
merce by any method with an adjacent 
foreign country And as to interstate 
commerce, it is Included. Because 
these are specifically enumerated It Is 
contended that all others are exclud¬ 
ed. Conceding the force of this ele¬ 
mentary and recogntsed rule of con¬ 
struction. there, in my opinion. Is the 
error of the entire argument of defend¬ 
ant's counsel. Congress did not enum¬ 
erate ocean commerce, because It would 
have been frivolous to do so." 

Judge McPherson says full force can 
be given to the statutes only by enforc¬ 
ing it on shipments to New York and 
then transferring the merchandise to 
Vessels, when, of course, it passes from 
Jurisdiction. 

"And it seems to me" he says. In 
conclusion, "that when this is done. It 
can be under an established rate, pro¬ 
claimed hy a published and posted 
tariff rate."

Crosby Trial Begins. 

The trial of George H. Crosby, former 
assistant freight traffic manager of the 
Burlington; George L. Thomas, freight 
broker of New York, and his chief 
clerk. L. B. Taggart, who are under in¬ 
dictment for alleged conspiracy In se¬ 
curing rebate for shippers, was begun 
before Judge McPherson. 

The afternoon session was taken up 
with preliminary motions, the selec¬ 
tion of a jury and the reading of the 
Indictment. 

Taggart s attorneys presented a cer¬ 
tificate from a reputable New York 
physician stating that he was a suffer¬ 
er from chronic heart* trouble and that 
he would be placed in great danger 
were he to travel to Kansas City now. 
Pome time was occupied In the discus¬ 
sion of the propriety of trying Taggart 
in his absence on a charge for which 
the law provides punishment by im¬ 
prisonment. but finally both sides 
agreed that the record might show 
Taggart to be present In the person of 
his attorneys. 

After the opening speeches by attor¬ 
neys for the Government and for the 
accused court adjourned until 10 
o'clock to-morrow morning 

Dr. Cook Adjudged Insane.

The decision was not unexpected by 
the leaders of the anti-unionists. Their 
attorneys announced that they will ap¬ 
peal the case, probably to the Supremo 
Court of Illinois. 

At the afternoon session of the as¬ 
sembly the recommendation that the 
Indl&nola Synod bo dissolved was with¬ 
drawn because of a strong sentiment 
that the measure w as too drastic. The 
Committee on Theological Seminary 
recommended that that institution of¬ 
fer correspondence courses. The As¬ 
sembly held a service In memory of 
deceased ministers. 


ACRIMONIOUS DEBATE 


In Des Moines Assembly Over Book 
of Forms and Service. 

Des Moines. la.. May 22.—The ques¬ 
tion of the adoption of the “book of 
forms and services" recommended by 
a special committee of the Presby¬ 
terian General Assembly came up this 
afternoon and after a heated debate of 
several hours the matter went over to 
a later session of the assembly. 

Not In many years has an assembly 
been so stirred os It was to-day over 
this Issue, and the argument became 
heated from Its very beginning. Dr. 
Henry Van Dyke, chairman of the 
committee, maintained his usual calm 
demeanor as he made his address in 
presenting the report. 

The most intense feeling was evident 
in debate at times, bordering on dis¬ 
courtesy. despite the exhortations of 
some of the more dignified commis¬ 
sioners that the matter be approached 
and debated In an attitude of prayer. 
The request was made by the mod¬ 
erator that all applause be discontin¬ 
ued, but when the dramatic, tall, dark- 
haired Dr. Robert Johnston, of Mon¬ 
treal, Mont., stretching himself to his 
full six feet four, waving his hands 
frantlcallly declared the book “smelled 
of priest craft" applause broke out in 
a tremendous roar. 

Dr. Van Dyke opened with a witty 
allusion to Psalm of David, which he 
said he had been repeating, "for what 
we are about to receive, the Lord make 
us truly thankful." 

“‘There seems to be two extreme 
opinions," he continued, “tome want it 
put out and strangled under foot. Oth¬ 
ers want U adopted. Our committee 
stands where two seas meet.*' 

He said that there was just one 
point on which he would fight, and 
that was against having It called Van 
Dyke's report, for Dr. Moffat and Dr. 
Hill and John Converse and many oth¬ 
ers were os much a part of it as he. 
He then took up the book and explain¬ 
ed Its adaptibillty to the services He 
said that the committee had as best 
It could only carried out the instruc¬ 
tions of the General Assembly. Dr. 
William F. McCauley, of Cincinnati, 
w as the principal speaker for the oppo¬ 
sition. He declared the question to be 
the most important that will come be- 
fore the assembly. He based his ar¬ 
guments principally on the belief that 
Its authorisation by the assembly 
would be interpreted by the churches 
everywhere that the assembly wished 
Its adoption, although It was not man¬ 
datory. He said that such an authori¬ 
sation might prevent the union with 
the Cumberland church. Mr. McCau¬ 
ley offered a resolution excusing the 
committee from further work and 
thanking it and declaring It inexpe¬ 
dient to make any recommendation on 
the matter and that in case editions of 
the book of common worship are here¬ 
after issued they shall omit any state¬ 
ment of authorisation by the General 
Assembly. This resolution was referred 
to the clerk. 


TOO MANY 
COMING OVER 


McCreary Speaks For Regu¬ 
lation of Immigration 


Characterizes Present In¬ 
crease As Startling 


Uneven Distribution Will Be 
Serious Problem. 


CONSULAR BILL IN HOUSE. 


Washington, May 22.— (Special.) — 
Senator McCreary made a good, strong 
speech In the Senate to-day' on the 
emigrant measure. The Kentucky Sen¬ 
ator has given It useful study. His 
long connection with the foreign com¬ 
mittee* of the House and Senate has 
given him the opportunity to absorb 
much valuable information. 

The Senate devoted the greater part 
of the day’s session to consideration 
of the Immigration Bill, but before it 
waa taken up Senator McCumber made 
a personal statement contradicting an 
article printed in the New’ York Trib¬ 
une to the effect that the Railroad 
Rate BUI had been so amended at his 
Instance a* to render It Ineffective. 
Previous to that time aiso the Semite 
adopted a resolution directing the 
Committee on Privileges and Elections 
to consider the course to be pursued 
In the case of Senator Burton. Speches 
on the Immigration Bill were made by 
Senators Dillingham. McCreary, Bacon. 
Scott. Patterson and others. The bill 
was still under consideration when the 

Senate adjourned.

Senator McCreary made a set speech 
In support of the bill, urging the regu¬ 
lation of immigration so as fo confine 
our acquisitions only to the worthy. 
The present increase he characterized 
as startling—the Immigration for the 
past year being a greater number of 
immigrants than came to this country 
during the.169 years of our colonial life 
between the first landing at Jamestown 
and the declaration of Independence. 
At the present rate only four genera¬ 
tions would be necessary to bring the 
population of the country up to the 
density of Chino. He coifed attention 
to the Increase In recent yeans of the 
Immigrants from Southeastern Europe 
and to the falling off from Southwest¬ 
ern Europe, and also the unequal dis¬ 
tribution of the Immigrants In our 
Northeastern States after their arrival. 
He predicted that this uneven distri¬ 
bution would soon present a serious 
problem to the people of the large 
Eastern States.

Senator 9cot*t combined in his re¬ 
marks the two subjects of Immigration 
And naturalization. He took the po¬ 
sition that the laws on both subjects 
are inadequate and should be improv¬ 
ed. Of immigration he sold many of 
the Acquisitions are undesirable, and 
that this trade element Is constantly 
Increasing. He would therefore have 
much more stringent regulation than 
at present for the restriction of the 
number And Improvement of the class, 
and when the ignorant and vicious Im¬ 
migrants arrive, would extend the re¬ 
strictions so as not no make It mo easy 
for them to secure the elective fran¬ 
chise. He declared that very few of 
these people vote their own sentiments, 
but that most of them are the mere 
tools of political machines. He assert¬ 
ed that many foreigners who come to 
the United States do so only for the 
purpose of becoming naturalized that 
they may he protected against the 
laws of their own country when they 
return to It. 

The bill wns then read through and 
the amendments suggested by the com¬ 
mittee accepted without opposition 
until the last one w*us reached. There 
was a provision for supplying Informa¬ 
tion to Immigrants concerning the va¬ 
rious States, and permitting any State 
to make an exhibit at any Immigrant 
station. It wms late in the day when 
this provision was reached, and ft be¬ 
ing evident that much objection would 
be made to It. further consideration 
was postponed until to-morrow.

Maynard. Virginia, who spoke In favor 
of the appropriation for the Jamestow’n 
Exposition. 

At 6 o'clock the committee of the 
whole House laid the diplomatic bit; 
aside. 

The Senate bill authorizing the con¬ 
struction of a darn across the Pend 
d'Orellle river In the State of Washing¬ 
ton. was passed. 

After sending several pension bills 


to conference, the House at 6:10 ad¬ 
journed until noon to-morrow, 

Mr. Williams, of Mississippi, w’as ser¬ 
ious-minded to-day and explained to 
the House that the flippant manner in 
which the papers spoke about the 
Speaker’s w'ay of counting a quorum 
was not to his liking. “Far be It from 
me." he said, “to think that thero was 
not a quorum present when the 
Speaker anonunced a quorum after one 
of his characteristic counts." He ap¬ 
preciated the pteturesqueness of the 
situation, but the counting of a quor¬ 
um was a serious business, and the 
constitution provided that a majority 
of houses must be present to do busi¬ 
ness.

RAILROAD RATE BILL 

Resolution Offered To Nonconcur In 

Senate Amendment. 

Washington. May 22.—The House to¬ 
morrow will be given an opportunity 
to vote for a resolution from th« % 
Committee on Rules to send the Rail¬ 
road Rate Bill to conference. The 
resolution was introduced just be¬ 
fore the House adjourned by Repre¬ 
sentative Hepburn, chairman of the 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce Com¬ 
mittee, and provides that upon It* 
adoption "it shall be In order to move 
to nonconcur in gr-osa In the Senate 
amendments to House Bill 12.98? (the 
Railroad Rate Bill), and asking for a 
conference on the disagreeing votes of 
the twx> Houses; and the two Houses 
shall without further delay proceed to 
vote upon sold motion, and if the avid 
motion prevails, a committee of con¬ 
ference shall be appointed without in¬ 
structions." 

Under the terms of the special rule, 
the House will not be given opportun¬ 
ity to vote on a motion to accept any 
one of the Senate amendments or do 
otherwise than to support or object to 
a motion to nonconcur to them ‘in 
gross." A* this procedure follows the 
conference of both Democratic and Re¬ 
publican members of the Committee on 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce held 
last night. K l* possible that there will 
be no opposition to the resolution as 
drawn by Chairman Hepburn, although 
some members of the committee say 
they w’ould like tt> vote for some of the 
amendments made by the Senate. 

The Statehood Bill. 

Washington. May 22.—An agreement 
on the Statehood Bill, embodied In a 
conference report, will be reached this 
week, according to Information from 
the conference room to-day. Just what 
the terms of this agreement will be 
cannot be started with preciseness, as 
the report has not yet been drafted.

BY THE CITY OF PARIS. 


Convicted of Maintaining Nuisance 
In Careless Operation of Quarry 
In Corporate Limits. 


FYnnkfort, Ky.. May 22.—(Special.]— 
At to-day** session of the Court of Ap¬ 
peals. Chief Justice Hobson handed 
down an opinion affirming a Judgment 
of the Bourbon Circuit Court In a case 
of the city of Paris against the Com¬ 
monwealth. in which case the city was 
convicted of maintaining a nuisance in 
that It operated in an alleged careless 
manner. & rock quarry within the lim¬ 
its qf the city, to the damage of the 
property In the vicinity.

Washington. May 21—(Special.]—In 
view of the great loss of time neces¬ 
sarily involved by requiring rural car¬ 
riers to examine every mall box on 
their routes each day. an exhaustive 
Inquiry. Involving a period of several 
months, has been conducted by the de¬ 
partment to determine whether a 
change In the regulation is advisable. 
This Inquiry has brought out the fact 
that for the purpose of delivering nnd 
collecting mall at those boxes with 
which they have actual business, car¬ 
riers would only be required to make 
daily visits to about one-hnlf of the 
total number of boxes on their routes. 

Figuring the average number of 
boxes on a standard route At eighty, 
and the time taken to serve each box 
as two minutes, it is shown that by 
the present system of calling at and 
examining every box on each route, a 
total of about two and three-fourth 
hours Is consumed per route; whereas. 
If carriers are required to cnll at and 
! examine none except those boxes w ith 
which they have business to transact, 
the service of each average route will 
be expedited more than one hour’s 
time. 

In other words, th* people living at 
the farther end of a route will receive 
their mall that much earlier in the day. 
It has. therefore, been decided that 
after July 1. 1906. carriers, when muk- 
Ing their trip*, will vl«4t and examine 
only those boxes for which they have 
mall for delivery, and those on which 
the signals are displayed to indicate 
that there is mall for dispatch. 

By the new ruling, patrons will need 
to display the signals on their boxes 
when they deposit mall therein for car¬ 
riers to collect, nnd the carriers will be 
required to raise the signals on pa¬ 
trons* boxes w’hen they deliver mall. 
Those patron* who are now maintain¬ 
ing mall boxes on which there are no 
signals, will need to fix up or procure 
some sort of device which will serve 
as a signal to carriers*. A simple and 
Inexpentive sort of arrangement will 
answer.

REINDEER HAS SAVED 
ALASKA FROM WANT 


SIBERIANS LONG HAD GREAT 
ADVANTAGE. 


AMERICAN SAW AND FILLED A 
CRYING NEED. 


ALL PURPOSES ANSWERED. 


Though it Is not more than fifteen 
years ago that the reindeer waa trans¬ 
ported from Siberia to Alaska, the en¬ 
terprise ha* passed the Initial stage of 
experiment and is a successful one. *ay 8 
the New York Herald, The scheme ap¬ 
peared preposterous from the very first, 
and though Its original motive was 
purely philanthropic, It has become a 
valuable Industrial enterprise. 

The beginning and growth of the Idea 
are not generally known. Dr. Sheldon 
Jackson, while making a trip of inspec¬ 
tion Of the missionary’ station* ond 
Government schools in Alaska In 1890. 
was Impressed with the fact that the 
natives In Alaska were rapidly losing 
the sources of their food supply. The 
whale* were going further north each 
year, beyond the reach of the native*, 
who had no vessels’to aid them In the 
pursuit; the seals were rapidly being 
exterminated, and the Eskimo must 
often travel fifteen or twenty miles In 
the winter to catch even one. The wild 
caribou, which had formerly been no 
easily captured, had been frightened 
away hy the methods of modern hunt¬ 
ers and was seldom seen. And not oply 
wt»* the foo$ supply becoming a furious 
question, but that of clothing as well, 
for the whalebone. Ivory, tusks, seal¬ 
skins and oil had been the coin which 
purchased the warm reindeer skin for 
clothing from the Siberians across the 
strait. 

• • • 

How the Idea Formed. 

It did not take Dr. Jackson long to 
decide that the United 8tate« would 
soon have to choose between feeding 
20.000 natives or letting them starve lo 
death, the former alternative being ex- 
l>cn«ive becuuse of th* distance* from 
any rource of supplies. The idea ut 
making the Eskimo* self-supporting 
came to him from the fact that the 
Siberians, Just acrora the strait, living 
under exactly the same condition*, wet :• 
able t« CiV for their.-elve«. The dif¬ 
ference between them lay in the fact 
Jhat the Siberian* hod herds of reindeer 
to full back upon when game was 
scarce. 

The following winter Dr. Jackson 
brought the nmi*er before CongrtMsand 
asked foi an appropriation with which 
to Import n few reindeer into Alaska 
as an experiment. The Government 
could not *ve the wisdom of this plan, 
but several private Individuals raised 
$2,000 wiili which th*' experiment was 
begun. I-ater the Government relented 
and made an appropriation, which has 
b*t?n increased until it amounts to $25,- 
000 annually. 

The next difficulty was to persuade 
the native* of Siberia to part with any 
of tlv-ir deer Affor the expedition had 
sailed for fifteen hundred miles along 
the Siberian coast they at last sueree 1- 
ed In finding a native who would bar¬ 
ter the deer for American goods. Uash 
he would not accopt. This trouble hi* 
been overcome In a measure, though 


there Is still a reluctance on the own- 
er»* part to spare any of their stock. 

• • • 

Profits Are Astonishing. 

J The profits of reindeer raising are 
enormous and the work Is simple. A 
doe wiilch will cost Its owner less than 
a dollar a year for rhe first four years 
will at the end of that time sell at the 
mines for $50 to $100 for meat. If It 
be trained to the sled it will be worth 
twice as much. They are prolific, and 
after they are two years old wUJ add a 
fawn to the herd every year for ten 
years. On account of their timid and 
gregarious habit* the reindeer are 
easily herded, and one man can easily 
manage one thousand head. The cow 
gives a teacupful of very rich milk 
about the thickness of cream, which 
makes delicious cheese and, mixed 
with water, form* a refreshing drink. 

Hhough the Alaskan deer cannot 
equal those of Lapland In speed, a pair 
->r them can pull a load of five hun¬ 
dred to seven hundred pound* at the 
rate of thirty-five mile* n day and 
keep it up for weeks. They can travel 
at night as well a* In the day. so that 
during the long Arctic nights they 
make transportation possible, where¬ 
as a day team doe* not. They can also 
be used for packing and for riding 
when one becomes accustomed to the 
motion. 

The United States Oo\*cmment !»>ans 
a certain numbe-r of the deer to the 
missions or to people who have shown 
their ability to care for them. At *lie 
end of three or five year* the Govern¬ 
ment has the right to call for the re¬ 
turn of the original number. The Con¬ 
gregational mission at ('’ape Prince of 
Wales wo* granted th** loan of PW df-er 
in 1904; since then ft has paid them 
back and has a thousand head In It* 
own right. The possession of a herd at 
each mission station means much. It 
establishes the permanence of the mis¬ 
sion. for without It the natives are 
from home a large P*rt of the time »n 
search of food. And since the advent 
of the miner* the tendency l* to leave 
their home* and go to the mining vil¬ 
lages. where they live by hedging and 
immorality. This life would soon result 
in their extinction. It also give* the 
missionaries the ability to reward In¬ 
dustry by efftabllshlng those so inclined 
in the reindeer industry and promoting 
their well being 

• • • 

A Benefit To Health. 

The herd also means a supply of fresh 
meat for consumption where the food is 
mostly salted or canned. This Is no 


small benefit to comfort and health. 
The rclnd'*er also prorides the mis¬ 
sionaries a way of reaching the outly¬ 
ing settlements. 

What the camel Is to the desert the 
reindeer is to the far North. The full 
development of the mining Interests In 
Alaska cannot be realized till there nro 
sufficient deer in that region to supply 
the miners with food and other neces¬ 
saries and to connect him with the out¬ 
side world. 

Should (here he no more reindeer im¬ 
ported from Alaska, according to the 
present rat© of increase within less 
than ttventy-flv© years there will be J,- 
000,000 head of these animals In Alaska. 
In thirty-five years the number may 
reach 10.000,000, and the Lilted State* 
will be receiving from Alaska thou¬ 
sands of reindeer carcasses and tons of 
hams and tongue*. Before the end of 
the present century Alaska will bo 
helping to feed 200.000,000 inhabitants 
1 of the United State*. This I* another 
Instance of the profits wntch arise from 
the casting of bread upon the w’atera

Hill suggested that Mr Shepard 
Vas violating the rules In using the 
name of another Councilman in such 
dffccussion. 

When the unfavorable report of the 
^Contract Committee on the contract 
let by the Board of Public Works to the 
■Memphis Asphalt and Paving Company 
was read, there was some heated dis¬ 
cussion. The contract Anally waa re¬ 
jected by a decisive vote. 

• The lower board was called to order 
by psesidem Blit* at ft o'clock, twenty 
members responding to their names. 
The report of the Sinking Fund Com¬ 
missioners was received and adopted 
and the report of the City Treasurer 
-was-referred lo the Flnanoe Commit¬ 
tee.

Report On Monon Tracks. 

Judge A. E. Richards. City Attorney, 
submitted a report on his Investigation 
of the franchise granted the Monon 
railroad for the construction of railroad

company had failed to comply with the 
Arovisions of Its franchise In fulling to 
construct, tracks from Duncan to Mar¬ 
ket streets.

The report of the Finance Committee 
on pay rolls was heard and adopted

CLOSE WATCH ON ISLAND. 


Washington. May 2L—Disquieting ad¬ 
vices received by the State Department 
relative to revolutionary movement* In 
the West Indies, directed against the 
administration of President Caceres, of 
Santo Domingo, led to a conference to 
day between officials of the State and 
Navy Departments. Details of these 
movement* are vague and are difficult 
of access, but It 1* gathered that in 
substance they Indicate GpU former 
President Morales, who for some time 
had disappeared from the scene of ac¬ 
tivity. is now at or near St. Thomas, 
and is making a determined effort to 
e^pei Caceres and regain the presidency 
of Santo Domingo. 

Some of the leaders who were in¬ 
strumental in ejecting Morale* from <>f- 
Ace are reported to be now on hi# side, 
and many rumors have been received 
of purchases of arms and gathering of 
revolutionists in ports adjacent to San¬ 
to Domingo. 

The Navy Department has forwarded 
to Commander Sou(ftj«?rland. on the 
Yankee, such Information as It has re¬ 
ceived through the State Department, 
leaving him full discretion to deal with 
the situation. The recent concentration 
of the vessels under this officer's com¬ 
mand at the Dominican ports, and par¬ 
ticularly the naval movements toward 
the north aide of the island. In the 
neighborhood of Monte Crlstl. where 
revolutionists are reported to be In the 
nearby mountain*, are taken as ait In¬ 
dication that Commander Southerland 
has already heard of the revolutionary 
activity and la taking steps to strictly 
enforce the American neutrality laws 
and prevent the landing of any muni¬ 
tions of war. 

It appear* that former President Jlm- 
lnes is taking an active part in these 
movements, and ho has recently ad¬ 
dressed several letters to Secretary 
Root, containing long argument# to 
demonstrate the justice of permitting 
him and his party to make- an un¬ 
impeded effort to regain control of the 
Dominican Government. At last ac¬ 
counts he was reported to be In Porto 
Rioo. and his movements are being 
closely watched by the authorities there 
at the instance of the State Depart¬

EJECTION OF NEGRO 


FROM CAR IN WHICH WHITE 
PEOPLE WERE RIDING 


Upheld By Court At Lexington In 
Suit For Damages Brought 
By One Alexander. 


Lexington. Ky.. May 22—(Special.]— 
♦he Jufy In the case of Alexander, a 
negro lawyer of Lexington, in the lat¬ 
ter's suit against the C. and 6. railroad 
/or $10000 damaged, brought in a ver¬ 
dict this evening for the defendant. 
The action complained of occurred 
about two years sgo. The plaintiff al¬ 
leged that he was an Interstate pas¬ 
senger on one of the defendant's 
trains leaving Washington for Lexing¬ 
ton, he having purchased a through 
ticket. Under the S*ate law. requiring 
the separation of white and negro pas¬ 
sengers. the conductor in charge of 
the train, upon reaching the Ken¬ 
tucky line, compelled the plaintiff to 
leave the car In which he was riding 
with white passengers and move into 
the car set apart for the use of ne¬ 
gro passenger*, against his protest. 

The case was notable only through 
the fact that C. J. Bronstou ond Com¬ 
monwealth’s Attorney' John K. Al¬ 
len. two of the most prominent lawyers 
of Lexington, were the plaintiff'* at¬ 
torney*. Every point of law' which could 
possibly aid the plaintiff's case was 
brought out and fhe emphatic verdict, 
it Is said, will probably make this the 
last of the^ separate act cases ever 
tried In Kentucky. 

The plaintiff's attorney admitted la¬ 
boring under the disadvantage of a 
number of cases having been decided 
in the higher courts against their con¬ 
tention. since they had assumed charge 
of the cose.

Huntington. Ind . May 22.—(Special.l 
—While Henry Beauchamp, the regu¬ 
lar Wabash operator at Andrews, was 
temporarily absent from the office to¬ 
day Everett Kellsm took possession 
of the train operation keyboard and 
began to give order* to the various 
dispatchers along the line regarding 
the running of trains. 

Kellam was recently employed In the 
local shops of the Chicago and Erie 
railroad and was overcome by the heat 
and w'ent insane. He had been a tele¬ 
graph operator, but knew nothing 
about the Wabash system, and when 
the dispatchers received his orders 
the greatest confusion resulted. Orders 
to hold a certain train were followed 
by another to send her along like 
h—1, and In one or two instances he 
stumbled on the number of the train 
and this made the mystery deeper. 

It was first supposed that the send¬ 
ing operator was drunk, but It was not 
known to what extent other operators 
were being governed by his messages. 
The operator nearest Andrews Anally 
threw the wire open and after ground- 
lug it. got Into communication w'ith 
other dispatchers along the line, and it 
was concluded the safest policy to hold 
up all trains till the trouble could be 
investigated. 

When Beauchamp returned and saw' 
Kellam at his key. he summoned as¬ 
sistance and the Insane man was 
bound after a struggle, and sent to jail 
on a hand car. The trouble was then 
explained and the trains were moved 
from the stations at which they were 
being held.

San Francisco. May 22.—The extor¬ 
tionate chargee for automobile hire 
during the Arst two weeks following 
the Are Is likely to develop into a scan¬ 
dal of huge proportions before the 
Finance Committee Aniehes auditing 
rhe accounts.

It Iff 
a well-known fact that there are not 
more than 1.000 machines in San Frao- 
cfsco. and that all of them could be 
bought outright for a sum not much 
In excess of the amount charged for 
the hire of probably half the number.

What the 
committee will do *wiuh this Item Is 
stlli undetermined. In the same table 
Is a statement of charge* for milk, but¬ 
ter. eggs, bread, vegetables, drugs, hay. 

The total cost tor 
these necessaries does not equal the 
cost of the hire of automobiles. Some 
of rhe garages have relieved the com¬ 
mittee from ttmhamuwment by gen¬ 
erously donating the amount of the 
demand to the relief fund.

dogs to unearth these rough boxes, se¬ 
cure an arm. hand, or leg. and drag 
it about the neighborhood. 

In the letter addressed to the heads 
of the different medical colleges, it w as 
set forth that it would be necessary 
for the colleges to purchase a ceme¬ 
tery for their exclusive use After this 
is done, the Board of Public Safely will 
sec to It that disserted bodies arc bur¬ 
ied to such a depth that dog* cannot 
reach them in the future. _

HEARING THIS MORNING. 5 


Bookmakers and others connected 
with the racing game In Kentucky were 
well represented at the opening ses¬ 
sion of the United Slates District Court 
st the customhouse yesterday The 
case set for hearing was the injunction 
suit of the owners of the Douglas Park 
racing track against the Kentucky 
Racing Commission, to prevent that 
body from interfering in any way with 
the running of the races at Douglas 
Park 

In addition to the large number of 
race horse men present, many attorney* 
were attracted by the novel points 
raised in the case. Those attorneys 
who are lined up against the authority 
of the Racing Commission are H*lm 
Bruce, Marshall Bullitt and D. W 
Fairtelgh. and Judge Henry Bond, of 
St Louis, and Alfred Austrian, of Chi¬ 
cago Those attorneys who have been 
engaged to act for the Racing Commis¬ 
sion are D. W. Baird, Louis McQuown 
and MaJ. D. \V Sander* Prominent 
among the spectators in the courtroom 
yesterday wa* Col. Jack Chinn, of the 
Racing Commission. 

An answer to the injunction suit was 
Aled by David W Baird. It is consid¬ 
ered a remarkable document In the 
sixth section of the answer the rea¬ 
sons why the Kentucky Racing Com¬ 
mission has refused to allow the Doug¬ 
las Park Jockey Club to operate during 
June are set forth 

One reason assigned is that no com¬ 
munity the aise of Louisville can afford 
or wll patronize continuous racing. It 
Is set forth that In order to keep up 
an Interest in racing in Louisville it is 
necessary that races Le given sporadic¬ 
ally and in periods of short time. It 
Is further asserted that the wealth and 
number of people of Louisville are not 
sufficient to support continuous racing. 

Poasihly the most striking paragraph 
In the answer is that In w'hieh it is 
asserted that continuous racing in Lou- 
hrvlle would haw the effect of bring¬ 
ing about 'pauperism and crime." thus 
"endangering the morals, good order 
and peace of the community." In the 
answer it is set forth that the real pur¬ 
pose In creating a Racing Commission 
was to prevent these evils. 

Another reason set forth in the an¬ 
swer to the injunction Is that racing at 
Church til Downs la an old Institution, 
as is also racing at Laionlu. and on 
that account the dates of these two 
race tracks should not he interfered 
with, in the answer a denial Is made 
that Douglas Park cannot he used for ! 
anything but racing- 

Folowing the filing of the answer 
court was adjourned until ft o'clock this 
morning In order that the plaintiff 
might have an opportunity to look over 
the answer.

Ky.. and 
one of four white men In Nelson coun¬ 
ty who voted for Gen. Grant for Pres¬ 
ident in 186R. Hi? appointment as 
United State# storekeeper gauger wa* 
secured by the personal actions of 
Gen. Grant. 

He was prominent In the Louisville 
mayoralty campaign of lftftO. when 
George D. Todd was elected Mayor. 
Capt O'Doimell was assistant secre¬ 
tary of tJie Republican State Central 
Committee In the campaign of lftftG. 
and wa# known as one of the old-line 
Republicans of Kentucky. 

Capt- O’Donnell is survived by a son. 
Lewi# O'Donnell, superintendent of 
malls at the Louisville post-office, and 
his two duughters. who mere with him 
when he died. In 1S6N he married Miss 
Linda Lewi*, of Nelson county, who 
died three years ago. He was h Mason, 
and a member of a Masonic lodge at 
Bttrdetvmn. wh^re he settled after the 
war.

AMNESTY UKASE 


TO BE PROCLAIMED ON CORONA¬ 
TION ANNIVERSARY. 


TERRORISTS EXCLUDED FROM 
ACT OF GRACE 


MAY 27 ANTICIPATED DATE. 


Bears the 
Signature of 


St. Petersburg. May 22.—Tbs long- 
awaited political amnesty will, the As¬ 
sociated Press learn# from a Govern¬ 
ment source, be proclaimed May 27, the 
anniversary of the coronation of Em¬ 
peror Nicholas ri. The exact scope of 
the measure has not as yet been de¬ 
termined. It will, as anticipated, be 


limited, but the Associated Press is in 
a position to state that the Constitu¬ 
tional Democratic party is prepared, 
though grudgingly, to accept the act 
of grace from which terrorists are ex¬ 
cluded. recognising, though not public¬ 
ly. that the Government Is not alto¬ 
gether unjustified In refusing to set at 
large men w'hn wll] be as ready in the 
future as they have been In the past 
to shoot down or bsrw tg. pieces hated 
representatives of authority. 

Their demand for unlimited amnesty 
was based on the expectation that with 
the institution of a full constitutional 
era the terrorist*, as was promised in 
An open letter just before the assas¬ 
sination of Alexander II.. would aban¬ 
don active operations, but they have 
been forced to admit that the crimes 
of the last few days give the Govern¬ 
ment no guarantee that the promise 
win be kept. 

The Administration is dally cutting 
down the number of prisoners who may 
be affected by the amnesty, releasing 
convicts by hundreds. In the provinces, 
while among those released in St. Pe¬ 


tersburg are twenty-seven members of 
the Council of Workmen's Dn* gates, 
who drew up the famous manifesto 
preaching a raid on the Government's 
gold reserve. 

Premier Goremykin has been *um- 
moned to Peterhof to-morrow for a 
oonferenoe with Emperor Nicho’xs to 
put the ftnaJ touches to rhe speech 
which the Premier will delivsr, unltvi 
unforeseen contingencies prevent, in the 
low or house of Parliament on Filday, 
setting forth the Government'* position 
on the various points in the house's ac • 
dress in reply to the speech from the 
throne.

The Coming Rate Bill. 

Whnt 1* going to happen to the Rail¬ 
road Rate Bill In committee of confer¬ 
ence can only be Conjectured. The 
8enate generally gets the better of It in 
a conference. For one thing It Is a 
smaller body, and It Is easier to reach 
an understanding among u majority. 
For another thing, which may be more 
Important, It has less respect for the 
present public demand, which may 
Change before many of the members 
must seek re-election. The members 
ahv> have a better understanding what 
they want, or what their masters want, 
Which Is for practical purposes the same 
thing. What Is still more Important, 
the Senate Is a deliberate body, and the 
Hours, under the tyrannical rule of a 
Speaker. Is not. Hence the House gen¬ 
erally yields the most. The Senate may 
give wuyvon gjme points of minor Im¬ 
portance. but In the main It has Its 
way. 

f 

The Hepburn Bill passed Ihe House 
by rt tremendous majority, and It 
passed the Senate almost unanimously. 
But In the meantime a gre.it deal had 
been done to It. Numerous amend¬ 
ments were mode, sn that Its author 
would hardly recognise It. But we 
must not forget that it was an Ad¬ 
min i*:ration measure at the beginning. 
The Idea of the President was to give 
the rale-making power to & commis¬ 
sion. and to take care that this was 
not virtually nullified by the courts. 
A* the bill passed the Senate the courts 
Will have full power to say what shall 
be done with It. It Is a sort of appeal to 
the Supreme Court to say what Con¬ 
gress may do to the roads and what 
la beyond Its Jurisdiction. Still the 
President, lo whose Initiative the pas¬ 
sage of the bill through the House must 
be attributed. Is understood to hold that 
the Hepbum Bill hns not been essen¬ 
tially changed; that the Senate Bill 
Is the Hepburn Bill In all Important 
particulars. Hence, eo far as he Is 
©oncerned. the House might nceept the 
bill as It passed the Senate. However, 
this view Is not generally taken. The 
New York Times, for example, has this 
to say: 

'The House *ent up to the a a 

ni‘Considered. crude and practically 
worthless measure drawn to meet the 
View and carry out the plan* Mr. 

Roosevelt, of the Interstate Commence 
Commission, and of the Esch-Townrend- 
Bepbum group of the Administration's 
rntemaker*. Ag.ilnst the powerful oppo¬ 
sition of the Administration and its al- 
Hrs, under a flood of abuse and of cal¬ 
umny from all parts of the country, the 
Constitutional lawyer* and the experi¬ 
enced and sober-minded men of the Sen¬ 
ate have by diligent labor and through 
the arduous process of debate und amend¬ 
ment prolonged through a period of 
iVN»-rly three Vnunths completely tiuni¬ 
formed th«» bill. It was a barren futility; 
they have made of It a code of effective 
re mod lee. in the form given to it by the 
President and his advisers It would have 
done little or nothing for the accomplish¬ 
ment of the vital reforms advocated in 
hi* message of ttM, when ho said: Above 
ail else, we must strivo to keep the high¬ 
ways of commerce open to all on equal 
terms.* More than tho Interstate Com-1 
merce law. more than the Elkins law, it 
moke* of this declaration of policy a 
nils of practical conduct for the rtgu- 
latlon and restraint of the country's 
common carrier* And these thing* have 
been accomplished, not by the Longs und 
the Dolllvcr*. not by the zealous fate-1 
makers, but by the Industrious labor* of 
Bpooner. of Aldrich, of Knox, of Forakcr. I 
of the New England Senators, of the 
member* of that body who, year in and 
"ear out have to bear Uftmselve* de¬ 


scribed ns ‘the rvulroud Senators ’ Whllo 
tl;e professional corporation hater* were 
buttling with windmills these men in- 
gaged the actual enemy.** 

This Is the view of one who was op¬ 
posed to the Hepburn bill as It passed 
the House. It is doubtless the view' of 
Rpooncr and Aldrich and Knox, who 
are here toasted as the men to whose 
Intervention the alleged Improvem *nt 
of the bill Is attributed. If the enemies 
of the original rate-making bill ure 
correct, the Senate amendments trans¬ 
form the bill and make It virtually 
a new one. At all events, all the Sen¬ 
ators voted for It. with the exception 
of three, though It la only fair to say 
that many did not agree to all the 
amendments. Having made the bill as 
near as possible to their ideas they 
supported It while lamenting that It 
was not better. 

The Senate and House will doubtloss 
come to some sort of agreement with 
reference to the bill, and it Is rather 
anticipated that the bill as approved 
will very nearly resemble that which 
passed the Senate. That It has In it a 
number of good points seems to be ad¬ 
mitted on all sides. Two Important 
points remain to be determined. The 
first is what the courts will do with 
It. The power of Congress to delegate 
the rate-making power will doubtless 
come up for Investigation, and If that 
be conceded, the extent to which the 
courts will Interfere with the work of 
the commission has yet to be seen. As 
to those points which are not contested 
the essential thing will be the execu 
tlon. It Is well known that an Imper¬ 
fect law well administered Is better 
than a good one that Is scarcely exe¬ 
cuted at all. The anti-rebate bill passed 
some time ago receives general ap¬ 
proval, but It has by no means put an 
end to rebates. We have yet to see 
whether the rate-making bill will ac¬ 
complish what has so confidently been 
expected of It. 

Sunday Closing. 

Assuming that the amazing scoop of 
The Evening Times touching Sunday 
closing In Louisville means all that Is 
Implied by Its extraordinary context 
and suggestion, and that, under pres¬ 
sure of the State authorities, the Lo¬ 
cal authorities will be compelled to 
execute the laws regulating the observ 
ance of the Sabbath, the Courier-Jour 
nal has only to add that it trusts the 
result will realize the hope of the good 
people behind it. and will not prove a 
repetition of the experience hitherto 
common to all the greater cities w'hlch 
have tried the same experiment. 

Because, an experiment It undoubted¬ 
ly is. 

If the Saloons alone were involved, 
very apeedy and very scant shrift 
would be made of them. That the 
greater number of them are an ofTenae 
to God and man. and that all of them 
are a defiance both to statutes and good 
morals, no man can dispute. An over 
whelming preponderance of public sen¬ 
timent and opinion Is on the side of the 
enforcement of the law. But, unfor 
tunately—hitherto—the Saloon issue 
has found Itself complicated with other 
issues, affecting not alone the hotels 
and the clubs and the dispensation of 
drink, but every form and character of 
Sunday business, embracing the news 
papers, the purveyors of food and the 
common carriers. The demand for uni¬ 
formity and universality In the enforce- 
of la^’ carries with It many imposi¬ 
tions regarded as grievous and reach¬ 
ing out Into every* walk of life. As a 
consequence, there has usually come a 
reaction of the original Impetus and, In 
the end, the collapse of the main pur¬ 
pose. 

Let us hop*, however, for the best. 
Let us hope that tho old experience 
will not be repeated. That the closing 
of the Saloon will be a blessing to 
everybody. Including the saloonkeepers 
themselves, v^e truly believe, and hence 
we shall endeavor to do our part to¬ 
ward the support of a movement w hich 
—If It can be made fcfTectlv© and last¬ 
ing—will cure at least one moral ulcer, 
and that the greatest of them all.

New Orleans and the Fever. 

New Orleans Is concerned atamt the 
yellow fever as the season for Its suc¬ 
cessful Incubation progresses. It was 
about this time last year when the 
first Indications of Its Importation 
from an Infected Central American 
point were developed. But either from 
lack of thorough Identification or from 
concealment by tho physicians in hopss 
of stamping It out. Its actual prase ice 
in the city was not officially pro¬ 
claimed until In July. With the ex¬ 
perience of last year there has resul* »d 
a nervous apprehension of Its develop¬ 
ment and a tendency rather to herald 
It In advunce than to conceal It, as last 
year. In fact a month or more ago Its 
presence In one of the parishes near 
New Orleans was announced by a 
United Slates medical officer, claiming 
to be an expert, but the falsity of the 
alarm was clearly established by the 
State Board of Health. A close watch 
Is kept upon Cuba and other points

A Wage Question. 

A statement of the expenses of the 
Armstrong Committee of the Now 
York Legislature which investigated 
the big insurance companies excites con¬ 
siderable comment In respect to the dis¬ 
bursement of the money appropriated to 
cover the expenses. The committee 
consisted of three Senators and four 
Representatives. The sum of $100,000 
was appropriated to cover the expenses 
of the commission. Of this sum $52.- 
500 was awarded to the counsel as fol¬ 
lows: To Charles E. Hughes $25,000; 
James McKeen, $17,500 and Matthew 
C. Fleming. $10,000, a total of $52,500, | 
together with $2,000 for sundry dis¬ 
bursements made by the counsel dur¬ 
ing the inquiry. No statement is made 
as tcT the amount paid the members 
of the commission. It being presumed 
that they drew their per diem as mem¬ 
bers of the Legislature. For their hotel 
bills, traveling and other incidental ex¬ 
penses paid by the 8crgoant-at-Arms 
and his assistants the sum amounted 
to $15,000, making the total expense 
of ths commission $72,500. 

Considering the importance of the 
work proposed for the commission 
at the time of Its appointment 
and Its efficiency In exposing the 
corruption by which the system 
was permeated, the cost summed up 
as stated cannot be regarded as large. 
One feature, however, Is worthy of 
note, and that Is that of the total 
nearly four-fifths of the sum was paid 
to the counsel employed in the case. 
By the terms of the legislative act 
providing for the commission the work 
of that body was expected to be per¬ 
formed by its members. Instead of 
that It was discharged by the attor¬ 
neys employed by them. The question 
arises u# to what service was rendered 
by the commission. It was not a court 
before whom the officers of the several 
companies were arraigned for trial, 
but a Joint committee from the two 
houses of the New York Legislature 
to Investigate and report as to the 
management of the Insurance compa¬ 
nies. for such action as might be 
deemed necessary. 

During the long-drawn-out Investi¬ 
gation the Joint commission seemed 
to have little to do except to listen to 
the interrogatories of the counsel. If 
they performed any other function it 
was not easy to see in what It consist¬ 
ed except to render a final report. It 
becomes matter of moment to other 
States as to whether the procedure In 
the case is to be taken as a precedent 
whereby the members of a legislative 
committee shall transfer to attorneys 
employed by them the work for which 
they w’ere appointed. According to 
New York prices the fees paid the at¬ 
torneys may not be regarded as ex¬ 
cessive. but to those outside the 
sphere of such extravagance as mark¬ 
ed the salaries of the officers of the 
offending Insurance companies, the 
fee of $25,000 for Lawyer Hughes for 
aiding In the work assigned the com¬ 
mission. no doubt seems unreasonable, 
for the time of employment, as the 
salaries of the Insurance magnates 
seemed to tho policyholders.. 


The conflict between the legislative 
and executive branches of the Russian 
Government, which gave rise to a press 
reporL that a revolution was about to 
be inaugurated, has proven to be noth¬ 
ing more than a breach of official eti¬ 
quette. and not likely to result serious¬ 
ly. The Douma. having adopted an ad¬ 
dress to the Cxar In answer to hffi 
w'ords to that body upon opening It of¬ 
ficially, a committee wua appointed to 
wait upon his majesty and deliver the 
document. When they appeared at the 
Czar’s palace they were refused audi¬ 
ence, and this was regarded as such 
an affront as to threaten a revolution. 
It now appears that the proper w'ay 
would have been for the President 
of the Douma to have arranged 
for an audience with the Cxar. 
and In persuti to have delivered the 
oridresf. So that while the member* 
of the Douma have been reported as 
so Indignant at the refusal of 
an audience with the Czar, 
the court Is represented as hav¬ 
ing been equally offended In pre- 
W’&xvt of respect to the Emperor in pre¬ 
suming to approach except In due form, 
commensurate with the dignity due 
him. Mutual explanations having been 
exchanged, the Douma. no longer 
breathing threats of revolution, has re¬ 
sumed its legislative work, and Ihe 
court, no longer Incensed at the breach 
of official etiquette, is ready to accord 
a hearing to the President of the Dou¬ 
ma whenever he presents himself with 
proper credentials. This smacks a goad 
deal of opera bouffe In a matter which 
might have led to serious results. 
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As the Courier-Journal intimated, 
when Addlck8 pretended to capitulate 
and announced for du Pont to fill the 
Delaware senatorial Vacancy, It wag by 
no means dear whether du Pont had 
swallowed Addicks or Addicks had 
•wallowed du Pont. Now comes the 
Dataware correspondent of the Phila¬ 
delphia Record with this flashlight on 
the subject: 

“The announcement made In Philadel¬ 
phia lu*t night by J. Edward Addicks to 
the effect that he is ready to efface him¬ 
self os .c Senatorial aspirant, and that he 
has written to his political lieutenants 
urging them to enter into an Agreement 
for a special session of the Legislature 
to elect a United States Senator, has cut 
the ground completely away from under 
Alice's feet. Ho Ls face to face with a 
situation that means hr* speedy extinc¬ 
tion as a political factor, and he is 
forced to realize that Addicks. the man 
who made him and the mnn whom he 
betrayed, has at last found away to bo 
revenged. 

“The reason for all this ls that if a 
special session of the Legislature 1* 
called now and Colonel H. A. du Pont 
Is elected United States Senator by the 
aid of Addicks, some sort of h.trgtiin 
will have to be made looking to the elec¬ 
tion of Addicks as the successor of A lie* 
at the regular session, beginning on 
January 1 next. Thu* Addicka* mag¬ 
nanimous declaration that he has given 
up his dream of the Senate has a string 
to It; but for alt that the wily old gas 
man has worked a trick that la pretty 
certain to put Allee out of business.

The Government a* the 
direct builder of th** canal will buy ten 
shovels, so to speak, where It will »cG 
imlly use one; and this scale of purchase 
and actual use will hold good a* to nil 
other Implements or articles of real or im. 
nglnary need In building the canal, from 

a ulnlno to employe. For when has the 
overnment ever undertaken to do any¬ 
thing directly which required any great 
outlay of money that some of her agents 
did not become Involved In scandal? Was 
there ever even a military campaign 
that was not accompanied or followed o y 
a scandal or graft? 

On the other hiuid, the private contrac. 
tor spends more money for shoestrings 
than he doe* for red-tape; the grnfUf 
find# him anything but an easy rn.uk;

"I did not know until a few minutes 
ago that 1 was to respond to your 
greeting and bid you welcome to our 
city The only regret we have is that 
you are staying too short a time with 
us. We are sorry you cannot spend 
wf«ks with us. In fact, we a re charg¬ 
ing about your short stay. We Invite 
you to come again when you can re¬ 
main longer and learn *'»m©:hlng about 
our good people and their splendid 
ways. We want you to tnapec: what 
we have in the way of wares and prod¬ 
ucts to sell to this great and throbbing 
world. Again I welcome you to our 
midst, and what is In Lawrenceburg 
Is at your command. The key to the 
city i* yours." 

Judge Asher O. Caaruth wii called on 
to respond to the welcome. Judge Ci- 
ruth said that he hardly knew where 
he was. as It had been announced when 
he boarded the train that he would 
speak at Harrodsburg. and that Just 
n 0 the train pulled Into Lawrenceburg 
he wsh informed that he would be 
■sko 1 to talk to the people of Law¬ 
renceburg. Still, he said that It was a 
pleasure and not a task. He said 

“Reallyxl only a substitute, but 
t am proud of that distinction this dav 
you have with you to-day Loul«vIll«- 
representative business men, who arc 

\ 


here to meet and greet you. and as a 
side line to advertise their wares. They 
are a pushing lot «>f men. but their 
hearts are as big and generous as ih<»y 
are Industrious. They love the prop© 
of Kentucky not only because tiny 
trade with them, but because they are 
Kentuckians.*' 

After relating several Jokes that put 
all present In a good humor, the speak¬ 
er said that he would Invite the people 
of Lawrenceburg to come to Louisville, 
and they would always find a welcome. 
Hr said that they would be furnished 
with plenty to eat and plenty to drink, 
and that probably the latter would be 
a product drawn from Lawrenceburg** 
famous supply.

Immediately after the speechmaking 
was over President Bowen Indicated the 
baggage car and issued the Invitation 
for the Lawrenceburg people to fall In 
line. Mayor J. P. McWilliams, of Law¬ 
renceburg. who had been ala ted for the 
address, wa* unable to be present when 
th« train rolled In. but he appeared 
soon afterward, and with Mr, Dowling 
led the parade through the city. 

The line of march was out Court 
street to Main street, south on Main 
street through the business section, at 
which point tho line wheeled and re¬ 
turned. inarching north on Main street 
through the principal business section 
of the city to Woodford street to the 
railway and thence to the cars. The 
only stop was that made at the High 
School, on Woodford street. There the 
band filed Into the school-house yard 
followed by the members of the board, 
nnd stood with hats off under the tree* 
In the yard while the band serenaded 
the school. It was Just noon, unfor¬ 
tunately, and most of the pupils were 
away, but those remaining made their 
appreciation evident.

Girls At School Windows. 


Prof. H. V. Bell, principal of the 
school, who was standing at one of 
the upstairs windows, complimented 
the musicijifis when they had finished 
and thanked the members of the Board 
of Trade. He invited them to go In 
and Inspect the school, saying that It 
was the only courtesy he could offer 
in return for the unexpected visit. 
Many appreciative eyes from among 
the Louisville men In the party were 
turned back to see once more the 
groups of pretty girls In the windows of 
th* school. 

The band played at frequent Inter¬ 
vals, and was tho center of attraction 
of all tho small boys who were free to 
follow. 

After the line had returned to the 
station again and m .ny of the Louis¬ 
ville people were back , on the train, 
President Bowen again issued the In¬ 
vitation to the baggage car nnd the 
refreshment counter. The train did 
not move out for fifteen or twenty 
mlnutea while many of the Lawrence¬ 
burg people got tnto the car and were 
refreshed. One Lawrenceburg man, 
who gave his name as W. J. Hlgh- 
berger, became so interested In the 
baggage car that he neglected to get 
off before the train started, but was 
the first to land at Harrodsburg. It 
was very uncomfortable for him. he 
said, to have people thinking that he 
was trying to "beat his way," when 
he had no auch Intention. He expect¬ 
'd *o wait, he said until the train 
star ted o:; th* ret urn trip to make his 
way bubk home. 

AT HARRODSBURO. 

Citizens Meet Train and Warm Ex¬ 
change of Expressions of Good 
Will Takes Place. 

With open arms the citizens of his¬ 
toric old Harrodsburg received the dele¬ 
gation of Louisville's leading business 
representatives. The visitors seemed to 
realise that they were treading on 
sacred ground. ra4h«r than historic, and 
they fully appreciated the fact they 
were paying a visit to the spot where 
the brave pioneers of Kentucky had 
the courage to bullcl their first fort In 
the dark and bloody ground. 

True to her historic and sscred tradi¬ 
tions. Harrodsburg showed herself. 
During the stay of the Louisville busi¬ 
ness men every business house closed 
Its doors, and the proprietors and cl©rk* 
wept to the station, where they bade 
welcome and hospitable cheer to the 
visitors. There were happy greet¬ 
ings as the train wound around 
the residence portion of the city. Men, 
women and children stood in the front 
doors and in the yards waving and 
cheating at the top of their voices. 

"Hurrah for Louisville" went up from 
hundreds of throats as the train came 
to a stand. The excursionists immedi¬ 
ately left the train and were piloted 
to Cogar’s large warehouse, near by, 
where the band furnished music and 
the exchange of greetings were mad©. 
After the music had subsided President 
Bowen, of the Board of Trade, called 
for order and announced that his band 
of visitors were self-invited guests, an 1 
he assured the hearers that there wan 
nothing but the best Intentions In tho 
visit.

We have com** to renew ac¬ 
quaintance and possibly to meet for 
the first time, many whose faces are 
not ns familiar ns their handwriting 
which comes to us from time to tlm© 
upon order sheet or bank check, both 
of which are most acceptable, We arc 
Journeying on to that beautiful city, 
nestled among the hills of Boyle coun¬ 
ty. in recognition of the enterprise of 
the Southern railway, and in apprecia¬ 
tion of n work that brings us In closer 
communication with sons of our dear¬ 
est kinsfolk, who have been forced to 
listen too kindly to the blandishments 
of another city In a far-off Northern 
State. But we could not pass Har¬ 
rodsburg by. We have been here nt 
your Invitation before and have en-| 
Joyed your warm hospitality. We love 
your people and we love th* old tra¬ 
ditions that cling around you. 

"The old courthouse yonder speaks! 
for a dead past and Its memories, those 
giant minds of other days, who mad* 
the old walls ring with their eloquence 
that has dono so much to muke Ken¬ 
tucky famous. We have a heritage in 
the old fort site over there, where was 
exhibited the spirit of heroism that 
soon drove the red men from our bor¬ 
ders. Truly we are on historic ground 
and should bow our heads when recall¬ 
ing the memories that cluster here 

"I fear I am getting too sentimental 
for these business men. This Is an axe 
of commercialism rather than senti¬ 
mentalism. but we have left our pen¬ 
cils und our order books at home.

At the same place 
another man of the Louisville party 
almost missed the train because he 
wna compelled to stop long enough to 
take an order from an insistent buyer. 


AT DANVILLE. 

Connection of Cities By New Line 
Celebrated With Enthusiasm. 

The train arrived at Danville on lime 
to -the minute. President Bowen, who 
was one of the first men off the cars, 
was met almost on the instant by May¬ 
or Henry E. Woolfolk. of Danville, 
who headed hls Reception Committee. 
The "Heads of Houses" were escorted 
to the Elks’ Club on Main street by 
the following committee of citizens:

Preceded by the First Regiment 
Band the member* of the board pa¬ 
raded from the station to Elks’ Hall, 
where the formal exchange of greet¬ 
ings took place Logan Wood. Chief of 
Police of Danville, accompanied by J. 

B. Nichols. County Clerk, nnd R. D. 
Bruce, County Assessor, traced the 
line of march of the parade. From the 
station the route was as follows: 

East on Walnut street to Mnpts 
avenue; thence north to Main stre“t. 
east to Fifth street; north to Broad¬ 
way; east on Broad wny to Third 
street; south on Third to Main street, 
and west on Main street to the desti¬ 
nation. a distance of something over 
a mile. 

The lines of men attracted much at¬ 
tention from the Danville people. May¬ 
or Woolfolk spoke of the dearth of 
men. many of the leading citizens of 
the city having gone to attend the 
Conclave of the Knights Templar at 
Paris or called out of the city on other 
business. The children, ^however, were 
mostly nt home and welcomed the band 
enthusiastically. Many exclamations 
ns to the beauty of the streets and the 
residences were heard on all sides. 

On the arrival of the visitors ar the 
Elks' Club they were met by members 
of the General Reception Committee, 
who were assigned to the club, and 
cordially Invited to partake of the hos¬ 
pitality of Danville, as well as of their 
own hospitality. Somewhat fatigued 
with th© march from the station 
through the principal business district 
of rhe city, the visitors sought the 
lounging mom* of rhe club, where they 
rested for a few minutes. 

Shortly after the visitors hid arrived 
th© citizens of Danville began to4ns- 
semble and pay their respects to the 
guests. Within the course of fifteen 
minutes th© rooms of the club were 
crmvdeiV with people. President Bowen, 
of the Board of Trade, wa s e» • >cied to 
the stairway In the main hall by Hen¬ 
ry E. Woolfolk. Mayor of Danville.

"We have forsaken our place* of bus¬ 
iness to-day to show our appreciation 
of the enterprise of the Southern rail¬ 
way, which has made these things pos¬ 
sible and to show* appreciation of paai 
klndnesres from you. to bind closer th«

and more Danville. We are proud of 
her as a slater city. Indeed, there is 
so much connected with Danville to 
make every portion of the State proud 
of her. 

"I don’t know where th© credit lies 
for so much that la modern and up- 
to-date here; your perfect waterworks 
your good and clean streets; the order¬ 
ly conduct of city affairs; but I found 
here to-day an old personal friend In 
the Mayor of your city, the same gen¬ 
tleman being the editor of a newspaper 
This la a moat happy combination for 
the city administration, but how about 
the dear people? Down our way wc 
prefer to hive coldness existing be¬ 
tween the City Hall and the newspaper 
office* Maybe 1 Am getting out of 
commercial mutters and beter eherk up.

He said a man the other day said he 
looked like the president of a trust com¬ 
pany, but he at once told him that he 
w as not the president of an Eastern in¬ 
surance company. 

"We are cultivating closer relations 
with Louisville," said Dr. Hlnltt. "W® 
are looking for some of those splendid 
young men that you are bringing up 
to And their way to the center of civ¬ 
ilization. I want to bid you welcome 
to the oily on behalf of the institu¬ 
tion with which I am connected." 

W. R. Belknap responded to the wel¬ 
come address of Mr. Bodes.

START IN GOOD CHEER. 

Citizens Crov Exchange Hall For 

Badges and Eagerly Board Train. 

The excurslonler* were rather slow In 
assembling at Board of Trade building, 
where they registered and received 
their bodge* from John J. Telford, sec- 
rotary of the Transportation Cornmlt- 
tte of the Board of Trade. Mr. Tel- 
fordiurrived nt hls offlc? before 7 o'clock 
and’begun at once to prepare for the 
trip. James F. Huckner. ’ Jr., superin¬ 
tendent of the Board of Trade, also 
wa* on hand early, und wa* prepared 
to greet the excursionist* as they ar¬ 
rived. 

Some few arrived as early as 8 o’clock 
and were supplied with budge*. Mr. 
Telford was k©pt busy Issuing budges 
until 8:45 o'clock, when Mr. Buckner 
appeared and armuunced that It was 
time to start for the station. Mr. Tel- 
tord announced that he would distrib¬ 
ute the remainder of the badges at the 
station. In from of th.* building 
assembled th© Flr*i Hefflment Band. 
The pavement in front of the building 
and the long corridor was filled with 
persons. All were In the best of humor. 

Th© train, four coaches and the all- 
important baggage car, had been made 
up and waiting f«»r fully an hour before 
the column filed into the shed. The 
Southern railway was well represented, 
official* from superintendent down to 
flagman, being on the train. The road 
foreman watched operation* In person 
from the mb of the engine in company 
with A. Dudderar, engineer, and T. W. 
Hnagland. fireman, two of the oldest 
employe*, in i*>lnt of time, on the road, 
took active charge of the engine. Nom¬ 
inally. the traJn was in charge of Hen¬ 
ry Kinney, conductor, and Walter 
Glover, as flagman. 

It was Just 0.10 o'clock when the 
conductor gave the signal for the start, 
und the train pulled out Just ten min¬ 
utes late. Some time hud bc?en lost :n 
larking banners bearing the Inscrip¬ 
tion "Board of Trade Excursion" »>n 
the side* of the conches. By the time 
the Junction on Fourth avenue was 
reached all but four minutes of the lost 
time had been made up. and Jeffer- 
sontown was passed on schedule time. 
The train was a comfortable and com¬ 
modious one, two of the four coaches 
being almost brand-new and as good 
a* anything In th> way of robing stock. 

Everything In the country through 
which the train passed bore evidences 
of prosperity Lack of rain did i.ot 
show to any gimt extent. A stop 
made nt Shelbyvllle for water, for, al¬ 
though th© Kentuckians on the tr.ito 
were not suffering for that commod¬ 
ity, the engine, which was built In 
Pennsylvania, had to have It. At Shel- 
byville Dr. H. D. Rodman, member of 
the Louisville Board of Trade, boarded 
the train. The First Regiment Band 
struck up some lively music, but the 
vicinity of the station in Shelbyvllle 
wa* almost deserted except for those 
few' on duty. Th© music, however, and 
the crowd of men who got off the train 
to walk about and stretch a bit, at¬ 
tracted a good many before the signal 
for th© start was given. The n!*les 
of the cars were crowded most of the 
time with men on the way to "bag¬ 
gage oar ahead." A stop wa* made a 
short distance from Lawrenceburg. 
and many were disappointed to rind 
tho door to the txiggug© car locked.

The affidavits go Into detulls 
concerning the expenditure of more than 
3350,000 ut Douglas Park. It Is represented 
that the Kentucky Raring Commission Is 
In existence through an unconstitutional 
act.

”lt I* the contention that to protect and 
keep up an interest In running races It 
is necessary that the races be given spo¬ 
radically and In periods of a short time 
In communities line Louisville and other 
places in Kentucky: that neither the 
wealth nor number of people, nor both 
combined l>* sufficient t" patronize con¬ 
tinuous racing; that there i# great danger 
In continuous raring, and that ft would 
result disastrously to the sport In any 
community tn Kentucky It Is cited that 
the States of New York. Illinois. New Jer¬ 
sey. Indiana and elsewhere, when con¬ 
tinuous raring was permitted, th* pub¬ 
lic appetite tired and legitimate patron¬

Montgomery. Ala., May 6.—Tho 
story of the discovery of a forgotten 
law, its vindication in tho punishment 
of pronounced violators and the phy¬ 
sical salvation of thousands of Ignore 
ant^ersons, who might hnve fallen vic¬ 
tims to th*> cupidity of man in its fur¬ 
ther Infraction, is brought to a flnale 
in the pardon of John \V. Pace, of Tal¬ 
lapoosa county, convicted of eleven 
charges of peonage and sentenced to 
five years In th** penitentiary In each 
cast. Paradoxical as it may seem, the 
men who make the most vigorous out¬ 
cry because of the enforcement of ths 
law did nothing to relieve the convicted 
of it h penaltit*. while thole who waged 
a relentless canvass to the conviction 
of tho offenders, for there were others 
than Pace, pleaded so long and earnest¬ 
ly for mercy that the President saw his 
way to grant the release which he alone 
could give. 

To tho effort* of Hon. Thomas CP. 
Jones, of the Middle District Court of 
the United States, before whom Pitcs 
and the others were tried; Hon. Warren 
8 Reese. District Attorney of the same 
court, and Secret Service Agent Henry 
C. Dickey. Paco hns every right to 
charge hla humiliation and disgrace, 
and what punishment he suffered. To 
these gentlemen he owe* his release 
from the situation. In his conviction 
they saw tha majesty of the law estab¬ 
lished and a public sentiment built up 
that will for all time protect the weak 
and the ignorant, and they turned to 
mercy fi>r nn old man broken In health 
and spirits and aided—almost corp- 
poertd the whole effort—to secure the 
pardon that would make him free to 
lie down and die nt hom»v which he 
must do before many more months, s be- 
lng now* barely on this side of the silent 
river. 

There is much of Interest in the his¬ 
tory of the prosecution of Pace and a 
number of others who were found 
guilty of peonage. For long years it 
had been the practice In the country 
districts for white men to become se¬ 
curity for fines i»nd costs. In minor 
courts. Imposed upon offenders. This 
is known locally as ''confessing judg¬ 
ment" with the accused, after which 
the sentenced one Is taken hy the 
“friend" in the case and put to such 
labor as is agreed upon until the debt 
Is paid. The custom had its origin in 
a desire on the part of the cjtixen to 
help those in trouble and It was not 
abused at the beginning. In fact. It 
was a benefit to the unfortunate oa It 
kept him from staying In Jail or going 
to the penitentiary. However, there 
had not grown out of some of the 
whites the Idea that In som? way they 
were entitled to the labor of the negro 
and were Justified in getting It at as 
small an outlay os possible, and pretty 
soon there was discovered an Increase 
In the crimes of minor nature and a 
consequent enlargement of the demand 
to help the offenders. Men made prep¬ 
aration to work such "prisoners'* in 
bodies and arranged to take the out¬ 
puts of the petty courts of their coun¬ 
ties. As the officers of these courts 
secured fee* from each case of the 
kind, always paid because worked out, 
it is not a surprise that they multiplied 
Immensely, and with negroes practical¬ 
ly ut all times the accused. There are 
a number of statutes In the Alabama 
code that may be used to tie a charge 
to, auch as swearing In the presence 
of females, shooting along or across a 
public road, using abusive language 
and getting drunk In public. Almost 
any of these will serve to get an Igno¬ 
rant negro into trouble If a wat. hful 
officer looking for a fee is about. 

Ere long came the inevitable. The 
negroes were first worked In the fields 
along witn freemen, hut later It was 
found more expedient to keep them 
under lock and key. This led to stock¬ 
ades and then to imposition on the ig¬ 
norance of the victims. Tor such they 
were beyond question. Pace became 
one of the chief of thia class of vio¬ 
lators. Having milling and farming 
interest* of great extent he hired a 
great many convicts sentenced by the 
courts of higher degree, and with 
them put as many of these poor 
negroes for whom he had "confessed 
Judgment" as could be secured. The 
higher court cases were kept up with 
by the county and Sta4;e officials and 
had to be released when their times 
were out. Not so with the others. 
They were kept at work continuously, 
on the plea that they had not given 
such service, as they should and hod 
not satisfied the debt. Many a time a 
negro who had committed a five-dollar 
offense or no r£al offense at all, was 
made to do more time chan one wfeo 
had stolen a horse, because he had no 
friend to help him. When these es¬ 
caped they were brought back and 
whipped and made to work like convict# 
in every way. though they had not 
been sentenced hy any court having 
the right to do ao. 

Shortly after Judge Thomas G. 
Jones came to the bench the matter 
was called to his attention and that of 
the District Attorney. Hon. Warren S. 
Rvese. An old law against the crime 
of peonage was revived and seep to ap¬ 
ply to the cose. It had been passed to 
prevent abuses of this class upon the 

S cons of New Mexico and had never 
een thought of use in any other sec¬ 
tion of the Union. Interest developing, 
the Government sent Henry Clay 
Dickey, an astute and fearless member 
of the secret aervlce. to the State to 
work up evidence, and gave District 
Attorney Reese an assistant lo look 
Into the Investigation. It was not long 
before Paoc was arrested, charged In 
eleven counts with violation of the 
law. 

At almost the siime time a man 
named Turner, of Tallapoosa, was ac- 
1 used, with the Cosby brothers, mill 
men. of the same section. Almost Im¬ 
mediately a cry went up that the F*d- 
trnl Government was opening up a 
campaign of persecution In the Interest 
of the negro and against the legitimate 
right* «»f the whites. Turugr *'?»* placed 
on tnal. and this feeling was so agi¬ 
tated that though the evidence was 
I posit I re, the Jury failed to agree on a 
verdict of conviction. Judge Jones rep¬ 
rimanded the Jury without mercy; and 
ns if rebuking the position taken, the 
defendant pleaded guilty to all the In¬ 
dictments. Hon. J. Thomas lleflin, 
row Congressman from the Fifth dis¬ 
trict. representing the opposition to 
the moveii • nt, attacked Judge Jones in 
kpeeche* nil over tho State, abusing 
him roundly for what he termed un as¬ 
sumption of authority In his criticism 
of the Jury In the Turner trial, charg¬ 
ing h!m also with annoying white cltl- 
*• m* in the Interest of n «r- criminals. 
Otheis followed the fleflui lead, and for 
two years aft r Judge Jonvs *j»d hi* 
nssjclutps in the movement were nbus- 
cd and vilified In .1 large per cent, of 
the State press. It servant Mr. Heflin 
the wood turn to elect him to Congress, 
so high run the feeling. As if to pay 
Iris w »y, Mr. Heflin hua, since aking 
Mm scat In WYahtngtpn. p» ndai-ntly 
• »u*l • for a bill which he introdutvd 
prohibiting F torn! Judges fj <m ex¬ 
pressing disapproval and t rUlc sm Of 
juries in their courts, 

Mr. Pace, (hough the most likely to 
be severely punlshel. atiw flr.«i the Jum- 
44 V -* of the situation and the probabil¬ 


ity of the prosecutions appealing to the 
spirit of Justness Inherent In the hu¬ 
man race. His only light was «*n <U- 
tiu*k on the constitutionality of the law. 
With its legal status fixed, he raw at 
once that he could not escape It. There¬ 
fore, ns soon as the United States Court, 
In the w r *!l-known Clyatt case, from 
Georgia, established the validity of the 
statute, hr went before Judge Jones and 
admitted guilt In all of the eleven cases. 
His physical condition by this tiro© had 
become so precarious that to have sent 
him to prison would have meanl death. 
Judge Jones Imposed concurrent sen¬ 
tence of five year* In each of the eleven 
Indictments, suspended Judgment and 
after some months asked that Pace be 
pardoned. Writing the President of the 
situation, he raid 

'At the time sentence was pronounced 
Pace was advanced In yt-ars incurably 
diseased 11 nd incapable of doing any 
kind of labor. His condition is worn* 
now. . . . Besides Pace's bodily ills, 
which have been aggravated by his ar¬ 
rest and conviction, he has suffered the 
humiliation of the stigma thus placed 
upon him and the mortification to his 
wife and children. He is broken in 
mind, body and estate. Confinement 
would speedily end his life and execu¬ 
tion of the sentence would, therefore, 
amount to the lnfltotlon of capital pun¬ 
ishment. which the law docs not design 
and would be out of proportion to the 
offense. . . . There Is a genera! feeling, 
especfaJly among those people w*ho 
stand out most aggressively for Justice, 
without respect of persons, and are, 
therefore, the strongest supporter# of 
the peonage law. that the execution of 
the sentence now would be a cruel and 
useless step. Under such circumstances 
the Infliction of punishment would have 
th* unhappy effect of chilling and re¬ 
pressing. to a considerable degree, the 
moral gt.ntiment which now' stands so 
squarely behind the law. and would, 
therefore, retard rather than promote 
the welfare of the humble individuals 
who are the usual victims of peonage." 

With lhe conviction of Pace, who 
thenceforth became known os "The Fa¬ 
ther of Peonage." and the sentencing 
of some others, alike found guilty, and 
the better understanding of the crime 
and its extent, there came a change 
of feeling to the support of the law 
that had not been thought possible at 
the beginning. This Is perhaps best ex¬ 
pressed In the language of Judge Jones 
himself, who had been the object of so 
many hard words from his neighbors 
and fellow dtIsons of long standing: 

"Public sentiment," said the Judge, 
"temporarily misled at the outset, came 
to the support of the authorities hy 
outspoken approval of the prosecutions, 
as soon as the condition# which called 
for the enforcement of the law' became 
known The State press, the pulpit, 
tho har and good cltlxen# In utl walks 
of life built up an aggressive public 
sentiment, whlcfl. In a few' weeks, crys¬ 
talled Into an earnest determination 
to prevent any future violations of the 
law The sentiment thus aroused has 
continued In unbroken force, and fhero 
Is not now a State In the Union where 
violations of the law are less likely to 
occur than In Alabama, and especially 
in Tallapoora county. wn*re Pace lives, 
and whose people now ask his pardon." 

Because of his action In this move¬ 
ment to stamp out an *v|t that might 
have run the South to greater and 
greater evils, on estimate of Judge 
Thomas Goode Jones Is not out of place. 
He is a {southerner, bred and born. 
In the army of th*- sixties he vvas 
one of the most dashing and valuable 
members of the staff of the Intrepid 
John B Gordon, and made much of 
the record of his General as a suceas- 
ful fighter. Returning home he spoke 
for right. Justice and equal privilege* 
to all. In the dark days when the 
South was lifting its broken body from 
the prostration greater than had ever 
befallen any people, and the vultures 
of the carpet-bagism and negro do¬ 
minion had their talon* upon the neck 
of the Commonwealth, he stood up In 
the face of terrible opposition and de¬ 
manded the protection of the law and 
the cltlsen# for the negroes, as Indi¬ 
viduals, seeing In them mistaken Ig¬ 
noramuses who wrere being led to their 
own eternal hurt. 

loiter he fought to prevent them 
from being discriminated against In the 
matter of school funds, and as the head 
of the State military forces threw him¬ 
self into the face of danger and oft- 
times the hatred of neighbors to pre¬ 
vent the executions of Judge Lynch. As 
Governor he stood for the equal rights 
of every cltlsen before the law and 
fought the famous Hundley amendment 
to the Constitution, w'hlch was defeat¬ 
ed. end the object of which was to 
manipulate the school fund of the coun¬ 
ties to the hurt of the negroes When 
a mob took a negro from the Huntsville 
Jail and placed in Jeopardy the lives of 
prisoners of the United State* Court 
there, he Instructed his grand Jury to 
Indict for the ofTense and it did Indict, 
though no convictions were ever se¬ 
cured With all this activity he has 
had the love of his people, as his elec¬ 
tion to two terms as Governor fully te*- 
tjfles He was appointed judge by Mr 
Roosevelt, yet has an Ill-concealed con¬ 
tempt for the Republican organisation 
In th& State and It# commercial plan 
of distributing patronage He. a South¬ 
ern man. and his District Attorney a 
Southern man. took up the flg&t against 
peonage In the State and threw It out 
as they would have spat a disagreeable 
morsel to the ground, and that without 
help or suggestion from the North or 
Washington, save the requested aid of 
the secret service officers who did the 
detail work of gathering evidence. 

Face, who was the greatest offender, 
has luul no friend like the officers of 
the court. They were at work to break 
up the practice more than to punish for 
an offense that was not knowm to be 
such. Two of the Cosby* sent to the 
penitentiary were pardoned after a few 
months All the other cases of the 
period will be settled out of court. The 
practice has been broken up and the 
State freed from what was fast becom- 
in an aggravated evil. As if there were 
something In the law of retribution. 
Pace was attacked a few days ago by a 
entry negro on hi* place, and had his 
skull crushed by a club In the hands 
of the maniac Other than that he suf¬ 
fers from something like Inflammatory 
rheumatism which has caused his foot 
to swell so that he cannot walk. Only 
a few* day* and he will be gone, yet hla 
sufferings and humiliation will not b« 
In vain.

JOHN FORD GETS LONG CON¬ 
TINUANCE OF MURDER CASE. 


THREE WILLS ARE TENDERED. 


On behalf of the Special Investigat¬ 
ing Committee of the Louisville School 
Board, which Is looking Into the pur¬ 
chase of the Pearl-street site for the 
new school for negroes. Marlon \V. 
Kipy and MaJ R. C. Davis yesterday 
appeared befero Judge Miller and 
moved that the Investigators be al¬ 
lowed to secure a subpoena requiring 
Charles J. Cronan, who negotiated the 
deal, and G. Bernard McGinn, Individ¬ 
ual lx*>kkoejH*r of the German Bank, to 
produce before the committee their 
checks and accounts relative to this 
transaction. It was asked that the 
court require Miss Pauline Eckenroth. 
the notary and official stenonrapher 
before whom the Investigation is pro¬ 
ceeding. to Issue the subpoena. 

Judge Miller overruled the motion be¬ 
cause he did not believe the law Justi¬ 
fied such an examination of accounts 
where no specific charge had been made 
against anyone. 

Ford Gets Long Continuance. 

A continuance was granted the de¬ 
fendant yesterday In the case of John 
Ford, charged with killing John Cain 
last February at a saloon at Thirteenth 
arid Maple streets. It was represented 
by James P Edwards for tho defense 
that he was only assisting Aaron Kohn 
In the trial, and that Mr. Kohn was 
Just then engaged In the trial of a caa? 
In Judge Field's court. Mr. Edwards 
furthermore wanted .1 continuance on 
the ground that an Important witness 
was absent. Mr. Huffaker asked that 
the defense be required to make an af¬ 
fidavit as to what the absent witness 
would sweur to. but Judge Pry°t* re¬ 
fused to allow this step, because he did 
n«*i believe it was right to force a trial 
without the presence of Mr. Kohn for 
the defendant. Mr. HufTaker stated 
that because Mr. Kohn was going to 
Europe early in June, a continuance to 
next month was Impossible, and that a 
continuance to the October term might 
be very damaging to the Common¬ 
wealth's case, which he said was & very 
strong one. While all his witnesses 
were then on hand for a trial, he stated 
he had no assurance that he would be 
able to hold them together until Octo¬ 
ber. Judge Pryor, however, felt that 
It would not be fair to the defendant to 
try in the absence of his chief counsel. 
The ease waa redocketed for October 
19 In 1S91 Ford waa tried on the 
charge of killing Peter O’Laughlln and 
acquitted. He was defended by Aaron 
Kohn.
